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EDITORIAL 


Our Great Heritage as Dentists 


It was one hundred years ago in August, 1859 that the American Dental 
Association was organized in Niagara Falls, New York by some twenty-six men 
who gathered from all parts of the country. Banded together “to advance the 
cause of dentistry,” for a decade the Association grew and prospered until the 
strife between the North and South broke out and with it a rift in the ranks of 
dentistry. The men of the South founded the Southern Dental Association and 
the North retained the Association name. After the healing effects of time had 
returned relations to normal, the two groups again combined in 1897 to form 
the National Dental Association. United into one cohesive unit, dentistry began 
its rise as a healing arts profession. In 1922 the Association again became the 
American Dental Association, which today has a membership of 90,000 averag- 
ing seven out of every eight dentists as members—a tremendous growth from 
the twenty-six members in 1859 whose vision and foresight laid the foundation 
for the high esteem in which we are held today. Organized for this purpose, “to 
encourage the improvement of the health of the public and to promote the art 
and science of dentistry,” those early pioneers have fanned the flame which 
has been a beacon light in the past one hundred years. 

The American Dental Association has led our profession from one in which 
professional training consisted of a few months apprenticeship under another 
dentist whose concern was more mechanical than scientific, to a one or two-year 
course after high school in a highly commercialized dental college, to a four- 
year course in a college privately endowed or affiliated with a university with 
the profit motive eliminated, to the high educational standards of today—a 
minimum of two years of pre-dental education in a college or university plus 
four years of dental education with a much broader training in the basic 
sciences. At the present time, nearly fifty per cent of the students now entering 
dental schools have a college degree. The curriculum has been widened to in- 
clude all the health sciences and today dentistry stands shoulder to shoulder 
with medicine as a healing arts profession. 

In the last fifty-two years the Association has not only played an important 
role in raising the standards of dental education but has inaugurated a program 
of research and testing which assures us of the finest in the way of materials 
and knowledge. It has set up dental practice acts in several states to protect the 
public. It has stimulated postgraduate training, assisted our government in 
procuring and setting up high standards of service in the field of legislation 
affecting the profession and the public. 

From a scientific standpoint dentistry has made miraculous progress such 
as has never been seen in the history of any other health science. From a 
mechanical service we have progressed to a health service based on biologic 
and basic science, advanced in, the use of the x-ray as a diagnostic adjunct, 
dental materials have been improved and standardized, we have made great 
strides forward in dental anesthesia, operative instruments and equipment with 
a very marked reduction in pain. Fluoridation of communal water supplies has 
been the greatest step forward that dentistry has made in fifty years. The stress- 
ing of the importance of diet with marked reduction in the intake of sweets 
and proper toothbrushing immediately after eating have all been advances 
made in the fight to stamp out man’s most common disease. The greater con- 
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cern and emphasis on the child under fourteen bodes well for the future. The 
improved denture base and artificial tooth have been a real godsend for those 
who have lost their natural teeth. The writer could go on at length and still 
leave out many advances that dentistry has made in the past century but this is 
some indication as to what has been accomplished. 

But even these almost miraculous advances are not enough. We cannot 
rest on our laurels for even greater problems confront us and to stand still is 
to lose ground. To point out a few of the problems which loom on the horizon 
will need no crystal ball. First, there is still unsolved the cause of caries and its 
cure. There is the tremendous loss of teeth due to diesases of the soft and sup- 
porting tissues; today more teeth are lost among adults from this cause than 
from caries. There is the problem of meeting the unmet needs in our child 
population where only one-third of our children are receiving adequate dental 
care. There is the need for more and more dentists to provide the growing 
demand for dental care which far exceeds the supply. There is the need for 
more effective use of auxiliary help and more effective use of chair time. There 
is the growing menace to the health and welfare of the public of the illegal 
practice of dentistry by improperly trained persons. There is the almost un- 
tapped field of dental health education where all people can be taught the 
fundamentals of proper brushing, diet, dental hygiene and the importance of 
early and regular dental care. Here, too, the writer could go on and on but 
this should give to each of us very ordinary individuals a chance to pick the 
spot where we feel we can do our best and then go to work. Every one of us 
has a contribution to make to our profession and only as a united profession 
can we continue our forward progress in the century ahead. 

How can you help? Here are a few suggestions to start. Attend your dental 
meetings even though you may not have been there in five years. There is 
nothing more helpful than to share your experiences with your fellow dentists. 
You will be surprised how much can be learned from one meeting, how much 
help can be had by talking it over with the boys. Read your dental literature, 
it’s a fountain of information. Buy a textbook on your favorite branch of den- 
-tistry and then try some of the new methods, they are eye-openers. Take an 
active part in our community affairs for you are an important person in your 
community and should not hide your talents in the four walls of your office. 
Know your political candidates in order that you may help provide the best 
in health legislation; if you don’t there are a lot of persons less qualified than 
you to take over the job. Only an alert, dedicated and concerned electorate will 
keep this country of ours strong and our profession free from domination by 
the state. Make sure that your community has an adequate health program, 
that is part of your job as a member of the health profession. Take care of a 
few of the youngsters; start with a 2'/2-year-old and see what your skill and 
teaching of that child can mean in one more adult reaching maturity with his 
complement of teeth intact. Only when we adequately care for our children 
can we expect to have a dentally healthy adult. Know your dental laboratory, 
write out good work orders, don’t send the patient to the laboratory, give quick 
repair service, and educate your patients to the dangers inherent in work being 
done by unqualified and unlicensed individuals. Remember, treat your patients 
as you would like to be treated and our esteem in the eyes of the public will 
continue to grow. 

Remember that you have had passed on to you a great heritage and since 
we have grown to maturity we must assume an even greater share in keeping 
our profession free and unfettered. This can only be done by each of us making

The Safety of General Anesthesia in a 
Private Practice* 
Wayne R. Dunnon, D.D.S., Oak Park, Illinois 


he use of general anesthesia in a 

l private office for the dental man- 

agement of the excessively fearful, 
emotionally disturbed and retarded child 
is most controversial among dentists. 

This study was designed to evaluate 
the procedure and make a decision and 
recommendation regarding its use, based 
upon eight years of practical experience 
in a private office. 

In reviewing the literature, it is gen- 
erally accepted that the child’s behavior 
in any situation is based first on his in- 
herited physical and mental capacity, and 
secondly, by the conditioning he receives 
through contact with his environment as 
he develops. 

The former, except for special cases 
cannot be changed. The latter can be 
controlled and developed so that the 
child will grow up-to be well adjusted in 
a society in which he finds himself. This 
includes the ability to conform to a pat- 
tern of behavior which will be socially 
acceptable and which will satisfy their 
physical and emotional needs. There- 
fore, if they are to accept dentistry grace- 
fully or refuse it, is dependent on how 
they were conditioned. It is this terminal 
behavior problem child with which my 
study and efforts are hereby concerned. 


Purpose. 


The purpose of this paper, therefore, is 
to discuss the safety, economy, and prac- 
ticability of the use of general anesthesia 
in the dental treatment of uncooperative 
children in a private practice. Two hun- 
dred cases from ages 2/2 to 20 years 
were taken at random. 

Modern anesthesiology was born in the 
realization that the margin of safety in 
the operating room could be substantially

increased and the lives of many more 
patients saved through the development 
of improved anesthetics and better ways 
of administering them. 

Preventable deaths in the operating 
room diminish to the vanishing point 
under adequate anesthesiological care, as 
today’s modern medical-dental team pro- 
vides great advance in building the pa- 
tient’s personal margin of safety. 

General anesthesia outside the walls of 
a hospital operating room is not only 
feasible, but frequently necessary. The 
importance of doing a good pre-anes- 
thetic physical examination cannot be 
overemphasized. In thus treating the 
“whole” patient, the medical and dental 
professions are closely linked. It is also 
highly important that the equipment in 
an office operatory closely approximate 
that used in a hospital. 


Methods and Materials 


The children in this study were each 
evaluated by his own pediatrician or 
family physician. The laboratory report 
included: complete blood count, includ- 
ing bleeding time and _ coagulation; 
urinalysis; thorough cardiac and lung 
examination, and the patient’s past and 
present medical history. 

Pre-medication was the most im- 
portant in furthering the harmony of this 
procedure. It had four main functions: 

1. Psychic depression or hypnosis. 

2. Raising the pain threshold. 

3. Reduction of reflex irritability and 
metabolism. 

4. Counteraction of undesirable side 
actions of the anesthetic agent. 

Meperidine Hydrochloride and Atro- 
pine Sulfate were the drugs used most 
often. Apprehension, fear, undesirable 
psychomatic responses and unpleasant 
memories were minimized and sometimes

entirely eliminated by the proper use of 
pre-anesthetic medication. De 

The intravenous administration of 
Thiopental Sodium in dilution of 0.4% 
was the method of choice of inducing 
general anesthesia. With this dosage, the 
anesthesiologist had complete control 
over the respiratory rate. The induction 
was smooth; there was no retching or 
vomiting and emergence was calm. 

Flammable anesthetics should be used 
when all medical considerations indicate 
that the risk to the patient is far less than 
would be the case if non-explosive anes- 
thetics were employed. ‘ 

Succinylcholine Chloride was used as 
a muscular relaxant for the reception of 
the nasotracheal airway. The patient was 
maintained on an open system with 75% 
Nitrous oxide and 25% oxygen which 
further increases the safety picture of this 
procedure. Oxygen supply is therefore 
more than adequate for physiological 
needs. Thiopental Sodium is detoxified 
rapidly in the body and is eliminated 
within a short period. Contraindications 
for this type of pediatric anesthesia are 
practically none. 

It is estimated that 200cc’s is the basal 
oxygen requirement for a normal healthy 
child. During balanced anesthesia 75% 
Nitrous oxide is used, or 300cc’s. The 
requirement using 25% oxygen would be 
1o00cc’s. However, we must add 200cc’s 
to these figures to give the total physio- 
logical per minute oxygen requirement. 


Succinylcholine Chloride and Thio- 
pental Sodium are administered during 
the operation as needed. 

In treating the above mentioned two 
hundred cases, the following procedures 
were accomplished : 


Silver Amalgam Res- 

torations 1,673 (Surfaces) 
Band Cast Occlusal 

Crowns 51 
Extractions 377 
Pulpotomies 88 
Gingivo-ectomy 21 (quadrants) 


Total Operative Procedures 2,210 


Findings 

No accidents were recorded during the 
eight year period, but two case complica- 
tions were seen as follows: 

1. Difficult venipuncture, which ne- 
cessitated going into the leg. 

2. The nasotracheal airway became 
dislodged momentarily, with cyanosis re- 
sulting. 

Anesthesia in a sedated patient allows 
the anesthesiologist to deliver less nitrous 
oxide and more oxygen, which is well 
above minimum oxygen needs. 


Conclusions

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fee usually less than when performed in 
a hospital. 

3. Additional savings are realized to 
parents, as no charge is made for post 
anesthetic care, hospital bed and nurse. 

4. Working with high speed instru- 
ments as opposed to mobile slow units in 
hospitals. 

5. More mal-occlusions can be inter- 
cepted. 

6. More patients can be treated. 

7. Each patient returns to the office 
one week later without pre-medication 
for polishing restorations, balancing the 
occlusions, and an analysis of possible 
interceptive mal-occlusions. The child’s 
parents are also seen at this appointment 
to outline constructive changes in the 
patient’s diet and to orient them to a 
good daily hygiene program. Nine out 
of ten patients accept the above pro- 
cedure with complete cooperation. 

General anesthesia, kindness and un- 
derstanding have served to change anx- 
ious, apprehensive children to become 
cooperative patients and realize the great 
advantages dentistry can offer them in 
years to come. 

Each of us believes that his knowledge 
and technical skill is of the best, most 
modern and up-to-date. However, let 
us not in our egotism regarding our sci- 
entific and technical accomplishments, 
be blind to those patients who seek and 
deserve special consideration of their 
problems. The satisfaction of a job well 
done and the gratitude of these patients 
make the small sacrifices required in 
extra time and effort worthwhile.
